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Stunt Flight Curb Is Urged by Nation’s. Press as Result of Dole Race 





GECONDING the sentiments expressed by Secretary of the Navy Wilbur and Ad- 
7 miral Eberle that the Government should take steps to prevent future loss of 
life through long-distance “stunt flights,” the Nation’s editors advocate Federal 
supervision of “imprudent flying” which would make tragedies similar to those 
of the Dole Flight impossible. e € 

The New York Times (Democratic) severely condemms the supervision of the 
Dole Flight and declares “too brief preparation, planes not fitted for such an adven- 
ture, and rashness in undertaking, are palpably the causes of what was a dis- 
aster. * * *” It concludes that “unless such competitions are properly regu- 


lated they should not be allowed.” 


} EADING its editorial “The Distastrous Air Race,” the New York Journal of 
Commerce asserts: “Tragedy is a familiar accompaniment of human progress 
whether on land, upon the sea, or in the air. The sacrifice of lives and property in 
the advance of civilization, especially in control over elemental forces, has to be 
viewed philosophically because it is inescapable. 

“There is nevertheless a vast difference between the carefully prepared pioneer- 
ing exploits of those who have counted the cost and think that the time is ripe to 
take the risks involved and the sort of gambling contest with fate that seems to have 
characterized the spirit in which the air race to Hawaii was begun. Nobody need 
be blamed for what has happened—it has been due to lack of imagination to foresee 
the effect of offering prizes for a performance of feats too dangerous to be essayed 
in a sporting spirit at this early stage of transoceanic air travel.” 


AILING “Sane Progress in the Air,” the New York Evening Post lauds Colonel 

Lindbergh’s tour of the country as compared to the Dole Air Race as a means 
of promoting interest in aviation. It says: “The tragic results of the Dole Air Race 
emphasize the wisdom of his decision to forego the sensational and romantic for 
the eminently practical. The vice president of the National Aeronautical Association 
has now come out in vigorous opposition to oceanic air flights for prize money, on 
the ground that present-day equipment does not justify further attempts to span 
either the Atlantic or the Pacific. Like Colonel Lindbergh and all wise friends of 
aviation, he urges the Government to concentrate its efforts upon the development 
of our home air routes.” 

The New York World (Democratic), referring to the toll exacted by the Dole 
Race, remarks: “This brings us squarely up against the conclusion that we need 
regulation to make a repetition of the recent fiasco impossible. Ten lives lost for a 
$35,000 prize—three in preparation for it, five in the race itself, two in seeking sur- 
vivors—is simply unthinkable. Aviation this summer has done glorious things. 
But it has also shown an unmistakable tendency to run wild. It is time we put it 
under control.” 


66 A DVENTURE IN THE AIR” is discussed by the New York Herald-Tribune (Re- 

publican), which while opposing prohibition of risks in “mere adventures of 
the air,” expresses the hope that “What the promoters of aviation should try to 
find is some achievement which is difficult, dangerous and spectacular, but which has 
a really useful end as its goal. 

Basing its remarks on Secretary Wilbur’s statement, the New York Sun (Re- 
publican) states: “There will be public agreement with Secretary Wilbuf’s remarks 
about the unwisdom of long distance stunt flights. Prizes for ocean flights are 
likely to attract planes and crews not perfectly fit for such hazardous air voyages. 
All our aviators are not Lindberghs or Byrds.” 


N the West Coast, there is also criticism of inadequate preparation and cone 
demnation of “unnecessary risks.” The Morning Oregonian, of Portland. Me 
7 


marizes the general views as follows: “The Government talks of regulating “stunt 
flying, such as attempting to cross oceans in land planes, the idea being that the 
country has better use for its brave men and women.” 

The San Francisco Chronicle, holding that “aviation is no less a success because 
of ocean fatalities,” believes that “one conclusion is inescapable. The appalling more 
tality was not due to circumstances beyond knowledge and control. 

“It does not mean that aviation is any less sure than the Lindberghs and Byrds 
and the Maitlands show it to be. But its sureness depends on adhesion to sound 
principles. It depends on equipment and skill as well as courage. Everyone who 

, flies has the last. ‘The first is just as essential, and there is no substitute for it.” 
songust FLYING COURAGE BE CONTROLLED?” asks the Philadelphia Publie 

. Ledger (Republican) in its editorial on the Dole Fight, and answers: “Ten 
lives gone in a single effort is a tremendous price to pay for a flight that could add 
little or nothing to the advance of flying. This cannot go on. The fliers must be 
protected from their own adventurous and danger-loving selves. If regulation is 
the only answer, then regulation must come.” 


The Philadelphia Inquirer (Republican) holds that the lesson of the Dole Flight 
was inadequate supervision and says: “A grave responsibility lies upon the Governe 
ment of the United States and on the State of California for their sanction of the 


air race to the Hawaiian Islands under conditions which, from the start, threatened 


tragedy and a ‘black eye’ to aviation.” 


PAVORING the keeping of flights “within bounds,” the Ba/timore Sun (Demoe 

cratic) is of opinion that “the principle of Government control may be he!pful, 
And it may not. Last week aviation had not reached the point of playing safe. 
Whether it can become conservative next winter without quenching the zest of 
adventurers in the art is a problem not easily to be solved.” 

Viewing the conquest of, the air as probable, but expressing the belief that avia- 
tion experts are too enthusiastic in predicting the air as the main medium of future 
travel, the Newport Daily News, after mentioning the Dole and other flights, says: 
“Man will live and move and has his being on the surface of the earth. For certain 
specific purposes, and at very considerable risk, men will navigate below the surface 
of the sea, and above the surface of the earth, but neither will afford commercial 
highways.”

capition, the Leavenworth Times states: “It appears that long voyages over 
the water by air are uncertain and impractical. When planes have been perfected 
to a much greater degree of reliability, when they are as able to ‘ride out’ great 
storms as ocean liners, then and not until then will they supplant water trans- 
portation.” 

Centering on the monetary lure of the Dole Fight, the Washington, D. C, 
Evening Star (Independent) feels: “Aviation must progress in natural development 
and not through monetary stimulation. There must be a liberal expenditure of cap- 
ital in the building of planes for particular long-range flights such as that which 
has just started from Harbor Grace, Newfoundland, in an attempt to circle the 
world by air. Abundant means will be provided for such purposes. Aviators willing 
to risk their lives in these endeavors will be found by the promoters. But there 
should be no free-for-all competitions for prizes in circumstances of exceptional

That im order to relieve the present un- 
satisfactory conditions, changes in the 
present system of promotions, retirements 
and procurement are necessary.

Percentage in Grades Defined. 

ce. (1) In time of emergency or within 
a period of three years after its termina- 
tion, any future increase authorized in the 
strength of promotion list officers shall 
be by percentages of the total increment 
authorized, apportioned in grades within 
age limits in each grade as follows: 

Field Grades not to exceed 15% between 
ages of 39-45, Captain not to exceed 20% 
between ages of 31-38 years, Ist Lieut. mot 
to exceed 30% betwen ages of 27-30 years, 
Bnd Lieut. not to exceed 35% between ages 
of 21-26 years.

Arrangement Outlined. 

That applicants appointed be arranged 
among themselves in grade as of the date 
of their appointment, according to length 
of federalized commissioned service or, in 
case of equal service, according to age 
and placed on the promotion list at the 
bottom of their respective grades. 

In order that the present standards of 
physical fitness be maintained, and in or- 
der to further relieve the impending stag- 
nation in promotions, the Board recom- 
mends that no officer be retained on the 
active list of the Army when he has a 
permanent physical defect such that he 
can perform no type of actual field duty. 

AIR CORPS TRAINING CENTER. 

The recommendations of the Air Corps 
Training Center Board, of which Maj. 
A. L. Sneed, Kelly Field, was President, 
follows: 

(1) Section “C” of the promotion list 
should be revised to date, to include all 
officers of the seven combat branches of 
the military establishment, exclusive of 
the Air Corps. 

(2) The relative position of each officer 
on the promotion list should be determined 
by length of commissioned service in the 
military establishment.

Commissioned Service Placement. 

(3) Appointees of July, 1920, should be 
placed on promotion list according to com- 
missioned service between April 6, 1917,

Summerall Urges Vigilance 
GTATING that the Nation’s safety de- 
na ‘ 

pends in : great part upon the never- 
ceasing vigilance of patriotic organiza- 
tions, Maj. Gen. C. P. Summerall, U. S, 
A., in an address before the National 
Encampment of Spanish War Veterans 
at Detroit, Mich. Aug. 30, said in part: 

Hard lessons once mastered leave the 
most indelible impressions. From 1898 to 
the outbreak of the World War the veter- 
ans of the Spanish American Wa those 
who through bitter experience best knew 
how essential is the proper preparation 
for battle before battle breaks upon us— 
had urged the maintenance of a military 
establishment commensurate with our posi- 
tion as a world power, our vast territorial 
expanse, our great national wealth, and 


our ever-growing population. Your voices 
continually had been raised in the support 
of measures which would eliminate the tnis- 
takes of the Spanish-American War. Un 
fortunately. for the nation, they were une- 
heeded. 

The National Defense Ast as amended in 


1920 has not made us a militaristic nation, 
It has not provided a great standing army— 
in fact there are todzy in the Regular Army 
barely 15,000 more soldiers than was the 
case prior to the World War. But that 
Act has given us a well-balanced and mod- 
ern permanent establishment, an efficient 
and dependable National Guard, and a ree 
serve of officers for emergency forces. 
Furthermore, through military training in 
universities, schools, and camps, provision 
is made for partially trained replacements 
for the seasoned veterans of former wars. 
It insures a mobilization, in the event of 
emergency, at a rate far more rapid and 
considerably less extravagant, than has ever 
been the case In our past military history. 
Our national defense system is not pere 
fect, by any means, but we are ever moving 
towards perfection. 

The National Defense Act is no gesture 
of hostility or aggression. It is what the 
title proclaims—-an Act to promote the na- 
tional defense. It serves to ward off, not 
invite, war, with nations as with mankind, 
only the weak invite aggression

NAVY DELEGATES TO GENEVA ARE LAUDED. 
J NTERESTING observations concerning the American Naval Delegates to Geneva 
were made recently by Mr. John D. Bellamy in a letter to the Washington Post. 
Concerning the personalities of the officers composing the delegation whom he met, 
he wrote: 

“We had the opportunity to meet and be introduced to both the British and Jap- 
anese delegates. In personnel, the American delegation was not only the equal in 
many respects, but in address, in intellectuality and in accumen was, in the judgment 
of the writer, superior to the British delegation. There was the dean of the delega- 
tion, that charming character, Rear Admiral Hilary F. Jones, who, with his courtesy 
and keen introspection, easily and freely received whatever propositions were made, 
yet acted with the wise and firm determination to allow no advantage to be taken of 
the American Navy or Nation. 

“There was also Rear Admiral Long, Rear Admiral Schofield, Rear Admiral 
Rives, Capt. Smythe, Capt. Andrews, Capt Hepburn and Commander Frost, and some 
others, who, with our able and distinguished Ambassador Gibson, constituted the 
delegation representing our Government, and a delegation which fully justified the 
confidence of the President in their selection. 

“The best mixer, the most popular member, and the one of our delegates who 
impressed our American tourists with displaying more of the elements of the true 
diplomat, was that splendid young officer, Capt. Andrews, formerly captain of the 
Mayflower, the President’s yacht; but displaying the same qualities, was that other 
young officer, Capt. N. W. Smythe. * * * 

“The American Nation now has skilled and well educated diplomats in the Navy, 
who can see quickly the purposes of their opponents, and who know how and have 
the stubborn courage “to agree to disagree” rather than permit an advantage to be 
taken of our Nation. 

“We say then, all hail to the American delegates at Geneva! They rightly de- 
serve the thanks and plaudits of all Americans without regard to party.” 











COAST DEFENSE HELD UNSETTLED. 
[JNDER the provisions of the Joint Board Policy made public by the War Depart- 
ment last week, the old controversy over aerial coast defenses is still unsettled 
in the opinion expressed by aviation experts uf both Army and Navy. 

Analysis of the wording of the published “agreement” imdicates that the ques- 
tion of coast defense against aerial attack is “still up in the air.” Both the Air 
Corps personnel and the officers of Naval Aviation hold to the firm conviction that 
the responsibility should rest with their individual outfit and contend that no final 
settlement of the question has been effected. 

In the Air Corps it is argued that Congress, in its five-year program recognized 
the need of long radius ships for the Army for coast patrol! and defense against 
aerial attack from the sea by making provision for them. 

On the other hand the Navy fliers contend that coast patrol is essentially a part 
of their duty and the Bureau of Aeronautics is going ahead with its plans for secur- 
ing the big planes needed for this work. Nearly a score of PN planes, which carry 
in addition to their crews sufficient fuel to enable them to operate independently far 
out at sea, are to be purchased out of the cnrrent appropriations and before the five- 
year period expires it is planned to buy approximately a hundred of this type. 

What the final outcome will be is problematic. Both branches of the air service 
want a “show-down” while there is a conservative element in the Army and Navy 
that lean toward a compromise. The fliers contend that eventually a decision must 
be reached and responsibility clearly defined. 

In the main the promulgation of the “Policy” is looked upon by the services 
however as an important step in coordinating the different arms of the Nationa! 


‘Defense and as going far toward insuring efficient operation in time of war. It is 


expected also to have a beneficial effect on Congress where the need for such ¢o- 
opration was forcibly argued during the last session.

REMEDY FOR LINE OFFICER SHORTAGE SOUGHT. 

S a result of the present acute shortage of line officers in the Regular Army 

numerous studies have been made of various ways and means of effectively 
relieving this situation. 

Among the interesting suggestions advanced is one to create a “Commissioned 
Warrant Grade,” similar to that now employed by the Navy and Marine Corps, 
in order to permit the detail of such Commissioned Warrant Officers to combat 
units as assistant adjutants, personnel adjutants, supply officers, etc., and also te 
posts, camps and stations and as assistants to National Guard and R. 0. T. 
instructors in military science and tactics. 

If this could be accomplished, it is pointed out, it would materially reduce the 
number of commissioned officers which are at present required for these and similar 
duties and would allow more units of the Regular Army to participate in field 
training unhandicapped by the lack of officers which is now considered a serious 


menace to efficiency.

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CECIL RESIGNATION DISCUSSED. 
‘THE resignation from the Baldwia 

cabinet of Lord Cecil, hard on the 
heels of the unsuccessful termination 
of the Geneva parley at which he played 
an important role, has aroused much in- 
terest and has been the cause of much 
unofficial discussion in naval circles and 
official Washington generally. 

No official comment is forthcoming 
here, but there is a general feeling that 
his action will have its effect on opinion 
abroad and adds weight to the American 
contention that the failure of the confer- 





ence was due to the unyielding attitude 
of the British Government. 

In his letter to the premier, Lord Cecil 
states that he has not been in sympathy 
with his Government and conferees on 
questions of disarmament. It has been 


generally understood that during the 
parley, his attitude was as uncompromis- 
as that of any of his associates and

One explanation for his actions, which 
is admittedly logical, is that, though out 
of sympathy with the British attitude 
and demands, he “carried on” because he 
had accepted his government’s commis- 
sion and felt duty-bound to carry out 
his instructions to the letter. That this 
duty fulfilled he resigned to make his 
protest effective and for the effect it 
would have on public opinion in fostering 
further disarmament steps. 





JOINT RO. ARD MEETS TODAY. 

FULL meeting of the Joint Army 

and Navy Promotion Board is sched- 
uled for today, Sept. 3.

ED BY GENERAL PERSHING, thirty thousand representatives of the 2,000,000 
~ men who served under his command will leave next week for Paris. Entitled a 
pilgrimage, it is, in fact, the second American Expeditionary Force. Ten years 
older, the men who so bravely maintained American traditions upon the field of 
battle, will return to France at peace. A decade ago they fought that France mizht 
live; today they are the message bearers of the wish of the American people that 
France shall regain her old prosperity and of the promise that we shall continue our 
efforts to assist her in reaching that happy condition. 

What a wonderful event this pilgrimage will be! It will symbolize, in spite of 
political irritants, that fine spirit of good will, which, in the final analysis, ever has 
inspired the relations of the American and the French peoples. It will crown anew 
with laurel wreaths the victory which both gained over a common enemy, and begin 
another and a happier phase of Franco-American relations. 

And what inspiration is to be drawn from the picture of the veterans and their 
unblemished leader moving in the paths of peace where once they trod in the ways 
of war! Surely it is typically American. John J. Pershing, no longer the General 
whom they must obey, but the man they selected as their Honorary Commander, the 
man to whom loyalty will be given because of their realization that he gave and is 
giving loyalty to them. There is pride from Pershing in them, pride from them in 
Pershing. They are all veterans now, all equal as citizens, and the feeling they have 
and express for their comrade is that given to a man who led them faultlessly, who 
guarded their lives and their welfare, and who stands ready to do anything in his 
power for their well being.

SN’T IT ABOUT time for the State of Texas to consider its obligation to the 
Army? Passing over the efforts of certain of its Congressmen to limit appro- 
priations for the Service—limitation, which, by the way, prevents more money being 
spent in the Lone Star State—we come to one of those unfortunate irritating ques- 
tions, which, by the application of common sense could be easily eliminated We 
refer to the requirement of the State that every person entering by motor trans- 
portation shall immediately take out an auomobile license or become subject to ar- 
rest and fine. This, of course, includes officers of the Army. Texas should recall 
there are more military posts within its borders than within those of any other 
State, that there is a constant movement of officers, and that from the Army and its 
commissioned personnel millions of dollars are disbursed among its people. Fur- 
ther, as the officers move to other States, they should carry with them the feeling 
of pleasant association, and instead of being irritated by the manner of their treat- 
ment they should be made to feel that Texas, as it is, is their temporary home, that 
it is “God’s own country,” and that no one can afford to miss the opportunity to 

enjoy its benefits. 

The present Governor has a reputation for a policy of State comity which we 
believe he will observe in this automobile matter. If he will investigate, he will find 
that no recognition whatever is given by his State to licenses issued by other States 
of the incoming officers. He will find further that no exemption period or days of 
grace is provided, and that in fact double taxation is suffered by the arriving officers. 

We appeal to you, Governor, to take steps to correct this irritating condition. 


THE LEAGUE OF NATIONS is about to conside~ the advisability of reconvening 

the Preliminary Disarmament Conference at Geneva. This Conference, it will 
be recalled, adjourned last spring with fundamental differences of opinion between 
the participating Nations. It was announced that the sessions would be resumed in 
the fall. Since that announcement, the Tripartite Naval Conference suffered wreck 
upon the rocky purpose of Great Britain to remain dominant upon the seas. Lord 
Cecil, the chief British representative at both Conferences, has resigned from the 
London Cabinet upon the avowed ground of opposition to the policy he had been 
forced to uphold. 

Probably the real reason for Lord Cecil’s resignation was his realization of the 
determination of the Nations of Europe not to enter into any effective disarmament 
agreement, and his uywillingness to indulge personally in further hypocritical 
gestures. Of course, Great Britain, as well as the Continental Powers, will want the 
Preliminary Disarmament Conference to continue its abortive discussions. That is 
required by their national! politics. The like reason doubtless will cause the United 
States to send to the meetings of this body the same delegation which for nine weary 
months discussed ad nauseam the various proposals presented and which is fully 
cognizant of the fact that no understanding of any value is possible. It would be 
far better for the President to notify the League of Nations that this government 
has no sympathy with well-meaning conferences which cannot produce practical re- 
sults, 








ROMOTION VIEWS of the 50 or more Army Boards, which have been studying 

this important question, have been made available, and we begin this week the 
publication of the conclusjons and recommendations presented. The Board of Gen- 
eral Officers will start on Tuesday to examine the reports. The findings of this 
Board will be signed in three or four weeks, and then will come the important ad- 
ministrative discussion—that of a Board representing the Budget Bureau, the War 
Department and the Navy Department. 

Thus, as complete a study as it is possible to make will be ready for Congress 
when it reassembles. Whether that study will be productive of legislation, it is im- 
possible at this time to forecast. We already have informed our readers that the in- 
vestigation which Congressman James has made on his tour of Army posts has in- 
clined him to the conclusion that no general reform is desired by the Army, and Mr. 
James’ views are likely to sway the judgment of his colleagues. However, we be- 
lieve that something can be done in the way of better pay at least for junior grades 
and fo: « -2 enlisted personnel. That is a matter of primary importance, and we hope 
Mr. James’ opinion regarding it will cause him to advocate favorable action.

SIGNAL CORPS BOARD. 
The Board in the office of the Chief 
Signal Officer, Lt. Col. J. EF. Hemphill, 


President, recommends the following: 





That there be no revision of the Promo- 
tion List a. Among the reasons which 
prompted the Board to make the above 


recommendation, are the followin A 
study of the probable results of rearrang- 
ing the promotion list In order to remedy 
alleged injustices done certain groups of 
officers under the present arrangement, 
Seems to indicate the present list in gen- 
eral would not be improved by making 
these changes and that new injustices 
would be introduced and certain existing 
injustices would be aggravated by any 
proposed change. Furthermore, in view of 
the impossibility of determining the rela- 
tive merits of the claims of each 
officers, it is the opinion of the & 
any change which might be recommended 
would be as much subject to attack as the 
list is as arranged at present. 

The Board further recommends that the 
War Department urge the enactmet into 
law of S. 5634, which is the bill passed by 
the Senate as a medification of S. 4956 

a. In the opinion of the Board this bill 
fs eminently just and fair to all officers. 
It provides for the acecleration of promo- 
tion at the expense of no special group 
of officers, it does not arbitrarily force the 
retirement of officers against their will. 
and it is in line with the general previous 
recommendations of the War Department. 

The Board further recommends that so 
much of the act of March 2, 1923. as pro- 
Vides that retired officers shall not accept 
employment from any concern regularly or 
frequently engaged in selling merchandise 
or material to the War Department, or 
the Army, be repealed 

b. The restrictions imposed by this act 
are specially injurious to the officers in a 
technical branch, such as the Signal 
Corps, by virtue of the fact that it pro- 
hibits their employment by nearly all of 
the large electrical manufacturing com- 
panies, where they would naturally seek 
employment. In view of the increasing 
Importance of electrical communication in 
connection with national defense, it is be- 
lieved that the interests of the country 
would best be served by giving retired offi- 
cers of the Army every incentive to seek 
employment with the leading electrical 
manufacturing companies, instead of de- 
terring them as under the present law.

(1) The above recommendation (A, B, 
C.) should be embodied in it; (2) Section 3 
should be stricken out, since its retention

(E) In general, the Board believes that 
the provisions of the Wadsworth Bill, after 
embodying the above additions and strik- 
ing out the above exceptions (Nos. 2 and 
3) are satisfactory and will in time elimi- 
nate any hump or stagnation in promo- 
tion without doing any injustice to indivi- 
duals or groups of individuals and will be 
beheficial to the morale of the service. 

The Board is also opposed to any system 
of promotion by selection, except such as 
now exists.

A recent inspection by the Militia Bu. 
reau of the War Department revealed 
that National Guard Air Units have 
reached a stage in their training which 
will permit them to perform training 
missions in conjunction with the other 
units of Infantry Divisions. 

At the present time there are in the 
National Guard seventeen divisional air 
units, each consisting of an air observa- 
tion squadron and one photo section, 
There is also one Field Army observa- 
tion squadron. Of these eighteen units, 
thirteen were visited during the inspec. 
tion. The entire trip was made in cn 
0-2C plane, and involved 7,000 miles 
of cross-country flying. 

During the fiscal year ended June 30, 
1927, each National Guard pilot aver- 
aged 74% hours flying time as. pilot, 
The greater part of this flying was ac- 
complished in training type airplanes 
but, with very few exceptions, all of 
the 210 pilots in the National Guard 
qualified on service type airplanes dur- 
ing the year. 

At the present time there are 101 JN 
(training) type airplanes, 46 PT-1 (pur- 
suit) and 14 O-2C (observation) air- 
planes in the National Guard. There 
will be a serious temporary shortage 
of flying equipment in the National 
Guard after September 1st, when all of 
the JN planes will be salvaged as obso- 
lete in the interest of safety. 


It is expected, however, that all units 
will be equipped im the fiscal year 1929 
with three standard observation air- 
planes and five advance training or 
special service airplanes. Modern radio 
equipment is being purchased for in- 
stallation in the three observation planes 
of each squadron, to be delivered prior 
to next year’s field training period. As 
all other auxilliary equipment is now 
available the National Guard squad- 
rons should, next season, be able to per- 
form all missions required of division 
air service.

Arthur Thayer, Cavalry, U. S. A,, 
Commanding Officer since March 22, 
1922, of the New York General Depot

August 20, 1927.

A-17885. (S). Pay-—-Aide to a Rear Ad- 
miral of the Navy. A lieutenant of the 
Navy may be paif® additional compensation . 
at $150 per annum under the Act of May — 
13, 1908, 35 Sta. 128, if and while serving 
exclusively, under a valid appointment, as 
the personal and ‘confidential aide of a 
rear admiral, lower half, at the time com- 
mandant of a naval district. 

Under existing Navy regulations an offi- 
cer appointed by a rear admiral of the 
Navy as his personal aide is not entitled 
to any additional pay for serving as aide 
unless and until the appointment is ap- 
proved by the Department; the additional 
pay not to commence in any case prior to 
the date such approval is given the ap- 
pointment or prior to the date the officer 
actually assumes his duties as aide witk 
the rear admiral. 

Although, by reason of the Act of Mareh 
4, 1918, 37 Stat. 892, officers of the Navy 
are entitled on premotion to receive the 
compensation of the higher grades from ¢# 
date anterior to the actual appointments 
and assumption of the duties of the offices 
to which promoted the offices oe agen 
held by the two officers concerned wher 
the serves as aide are rendered are for 
consideration in determining whether any 
right te additional pay accrues under the 
Act of May 13, 1908, 35 Stat. 128.

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FINANCIAL DIGEST 
By a Market Expert. 

‘HE following summary of _ general 
business and financial conditions 
throughout the several Federal Reserve 
Districts, based upon statistics for the 
months of July and August, has been 

made by the Federal Reserve Board: 

Industrial production declined in July 
to a level below that of a year ago, while 
the Department of Labor’s index of 
wholesale prices advanced for the first 
time since last autumn. Demand for 
bank credit showed a seasonal increase. 

Production.—Output of manufacturers 
declined in July and was in practically the 
same volume as a year ago, and the produc- 
tion of minerals, which was further re- 
duced during the month, was at the lowest 
level since early in 1926, when the an- 
thracite strike was in progress. Iron and 
steel production in July was in the smallest 
volume since 1925, and continued at prac- 
tically the same level during the first three 
weeks of August Automobile output for 
July and the early weeks of August was 
considerably below that of the correspond- 
ing month of last year; production of 
rubber tires, nonferrous metals and food 
products and activity of woolen mills were 
smaller in July than in the preceding 
month. Cotten consumption was maller 
than in June, but continued unusually large 
for this season of the year. Production 
of leather, shoes, and lumber increased in 
July as compared with June. 

Bank Credit._-There was an increase in 
the volume of commercial loans at member 
banks in leading cities between July 20 
and August 17, as is usual at the beginning 
of the crop-moving season. Loans on se- 
curities, as well as commercial loans, in- 
creased, while investment holdings declined, 
and total loans and investments were about 
$60,000,000 larger than a month earlier. 

Total borrowings of member banks at 
the reserve banks increased slightly be- 
tween July 20 and August 24; there was 
a growth of discounts at the Federal Re- 
serve Bank of New York, partly offset by 
declines in other districts. There was lit- 
tle change in the system’s holdings of ac- 
ceptances and a growth in the portfolio 
of United States securities. 

Money rates on all classes of paper in the 
open market declined sharply in August, 
and were at a lower level than a year ago. 
Discount rates at eight Federal reserve 
banks were reduced from 4 to 314 per cent.

War College Opens 
THE development of mechanical fight- 
ing devices will materially alter the 
methods of warfare which may be ex- 
pected to be employed in future conflicts, 
Major General Charles P. Summerall, 
Chief of Staff, U. S. A., declared in his 
address to the Army War College at the 
opening exercises on September 1. Re- 
ferring to the possibilities of a future 

warfare, General Summerall said: 

“The vision of a different kind of war 
from that of 1917 must be extended to 
mobility and combat. It will not again 
be justifiable to exhaust Infantry by long 
marches when they can be transported 
by motor vehicles nor can we conceive a 
repetition of the slaughter of our assault 
battalions. when the enemy's organiza- 
tion in attack or defense can be shat- 
tered by bombing and attack planes and 
by tanks. Semi-automatic rifles must 
give the Infantryman the necessary vol- 
ume of fire and increased range and 
power of Artillery must afford more ef- 
fective support. Thus alone can be ac- 
complished the battle phases of neutral- 
izing the enemy by fire and exploiting 
his position afterwards by the Infantry.” 

Major General Hanson E. Ely, Com- 
mandant of the War College, also made 
a short address of welcome to the incom- 
ing class.
